amount effective to reduce goblet cell hyperplasi a, wherein the EGF-R antagonist is a tyrosine kinase 
inhibitor selective for EGF-R .

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delivery. 

(Original) The method of claim 15, wherein said liposome is sterically stabilized and 
administered intravenously.

26. (Currently Amended) A method of treating nasal polyps, comprising administering to a 
patient suffering from nasal polyps an epidermal growth factor receptor (EGF-R) antagonist that binds 
an EGF-R to a pati e nt suff e ring nasal polyps in an amount effective to reduce goblet cell hyperplasia,, 
wherein the EGF-R antagonist is a tyrosine kinase inhibitor selective for EGF-R .
